Three stamps comprise the set 
of commemoratives which Al- 
bania issued on July 1 for the 75th 
anniversary of the Universal Post- 
al Union. 





All are of the same design. The 
left half of the stamp pictures a 
mounted courier and aé=e river 
scow, the right a steam locomo- 
tive. A globe with the letters 
“UPU” superimposed is in the 
center. Denominations and colors 
are 5 lek blue, 8 lek dark violet 
and a 12 lek sepia. 

Collectors will find that this is 
another set which has been in- 
creased nearly 1000% in price 
over the face value when it comes 
to them through retail outlets. 
This is a characteristic of most of 
the stamps which come from the 
Communist dominated nations. 

Dealers who sell the stamps are 
not the ones who make the high 
profits from such material. They 
receive it at a very substantial 
markup. 

This same set of stamps has 
been rumored to be out in im- 
perforate condition, another extra 
grab for collector dollars

Well, better U. S. stamps have been selling far below their worth 
for some time past as we have freque ntly stated. 

At present there seems to be nothing in the situation that calls 


for any strong advance in stamps generally. The big high price 
period that followed the last war was brought about by a definite 
cause plus an urge to spend easy money. 

During the war it was almost impossible to buy new automo- 
biles, refrigerators, stoves and a dozen and one other things that 
people wanted. People were making high wages for their hourly 
work and working many extra hours at even higher pay. As a 
result they had lots of Joose money and few places to spend it ex- 
cept on night clubs and the like. That situation led many who 
were stamp collectors to buy stamps and the demand was so good 
that prices moved right up the ladder. We saw higher prices for 
stamps in 1946-47 than we will see again for some time unless 
we again have a similar situation. 

A similar situation is unlikely unless this present trouble in 
Korea turns into a global war when .we would again have a stoppage 
in the manufacture of hundreds of things such as automobiles, re- 
frigerators, stoves and the like. People would again be working 
overtime and at good wages. Money would become plentiful unless 
taken away from us in high taxes, but even then many would have 
plenty left to buy with and stamps would again get a good share of it 
which would mean higher prices. 

Present trouble is that we have been caught with our pants 
down and anyone knows that a man can not get along very fast 
in that shape. It takes time to pull them up and tighten one’s belt 
—_ they can get going good and that is what we are trying to 

o now. 

Someone over here has made a big mistake. Whether it is 
our military men or our Congress or the President we do not know, 
but it is easy to see from what we hear and read that we were 
caught with our pants down and we have got to get them up and 
the belt tightened before we can get a good start. 

If we can do that fast enough and quick enough we will be 
able to recover and come out on top in the present fight. If this 
turns into an allout war then it is something else and we will 
again have runaway prices in the stamp market. 

War years are always good stamp collecting years. Stamps more 
than anything else offer a form of relaxation that is unequaled by any 
other thing. They are easy to acquire, interesting to work with and 
give one that needed rest and interest that keeps their mind off of 
a lot of other worries. If we get busy in this present war you will 
find your stamps to be a great help in peace of mind and in restful 
relaxation after your days work. 


. . 
Prices In Our Own Line 

Already we are getting notices of price advances in the lines 
that supply so much of the wants and needs of a stamp collector, 
Paper, binders, and other things that we use every day and that 
we sell every day. 

We have notices now canceling all previous prices on Ring 
Binders, on certain paper products etc. We do not know where 
this will end but we believe it unnecessary, We have always been 
told that the men at Washington had definite plans in case of war, 
that prices would be frozen and that every thing was so arranged 
that almost at the push of a button our war years would be laid 
out for us. 

Politics always upsets such plans and we will doubtless have to 
go through the same kind of a turmoil that we did in previous years 
before things are quieted down. What we needed most was an auto- 
matic freeze on everything as of July Ist or even June 25th, That 
would have settled all matters and would have given our Congress 
time to attend to the vital things, but that would be bad for politics 
and that is one of our greatest curses. 

We were fortunate here in that we had been planning for some 
time to bring out our new album pages in illustrated form. The 
first of the series to be changed over was our Commemorative pages. 
We got our order in on these at an opportune time and at a price 
that was advantageous to us and to you. If bought today we would 
doubtless have had to add a dollar to their retail price but since 
we bought at a right price we are willing to sell at the same kind 
of a right price and that is the reason why we can offer this splendid 
new set of pages so cheaply.

of the car to the front above 
the driver was to give head room 
to the clerk who worked inside. 
In the oval inset, the clerk or 
mailman is shown sorting letters 
into a group of mail sacks in front 
of him, while at his back is a table 
on which are tied bundles of 
letters which he has_ probably 
already sorted. 

One considerate touch is the 
well padded barrier, thigh high, 
in front of the mail sacks and also 
in front of the sorting table to 
keep the sorter from getting too 
much punishment while the car 
rolled along, 

I have no actual information of 
how operations were carried on, 
but I surmise the car collected 
mail from corner boxes and other 
receptacles, and was sorted by a 
clerk as it made its rounds. Prob- 
ably a letter carrier or two went 
along for the ride to their routes, 

It is also quite conceivable that 
local mail was sorted and dropped 
off to the carriers after it had been 
cancelled on the car. 

This card was postmarked Octo- 
ber 17, 1908. 

I don’t know enough about 
automobiles of that era to tell the 
make, and this information is not 
otherwise indicated.

While our Post Office Depart- 
ment has for the most part kept 
iits “nose clean” as far as taking 
jadvantage of stamp collectors is 
|concerned, such was not always 
|the case. On more than one oc- 
| casion it was charged with putting 





the squeeze on stamp fans, 

| Notable instances are the Co- 
| lumbian and Trans-Mississippi de- 
|nominations above ten cents, the 
|Farleys, and the small flood of 
; souvenir sheets between 1934 and 

But most notorious of all, and 
| probably the first attempt on the 
| purses of collectors, occurred just 
j}about 27 years after this nation 
|had produced its first stamps. It 
| was in 1875, 

That year there was produced a 
conglomeration of re-issues, ye- 
prints and special printings, with 
a face value of near $325,000, and 
it was hoped collectors 
| would buy up to the last scrap 
of paper. 

While stamp collecting in 1875 
| was considered a pursuit for chil- 
j}dren and maiden ladies, and 
something which a grown man 
would not want to be accused of, 
regardless of his guilt, the De- 
partment realized that there was 
a sizeable quantity of money spent 
each year nevertheless for stamps 
both used and unused. 

It had even gotten requests 
from collectors by mail for some 
of the stamps which had been 
produced during the 27 previous 
years. These, of course, were not 
available. 








But when 1876 rolled around 
and plans for the Centennial Ex- 
hibition celebrating the 100 years 
of the independence of this coun- | 
try were made known, a master | 
mind of the Department got the | 
“grand idea”, 

He suggested that the govern- | 

| 





;ment put on display copies of the 
| Stamps which had been issued to | 
date as well as the postal station- | 
lery. Since such copies were not | 
|to be had, a reprinting from the | 
| original dies was suggested, as | 
well as a printing in quantity | 
(10,000) of each so that the surplus | 
could be sold to collectors at face. | 
| When the news got out to col- 
jlectors, dealers and the philatelic 
|publishers, Postmaster General 
|Marshall Jewell and the Post 
| Office Department were the sub- 
| ject of violent criticism. It was 
|pointed out the reproductions of 
the 5e and 10c 1847’s were coun- 
terfeits because the original dies 
were not used, and that the De- 
partment was promoting worth- 
less labels inasmuch as they were 
not good for postage, but were 
sold at face value. 

A copy of each of the sets 
offered totalled several hundred 
dollars, quite a-bit of change in 
|those days, and the number of 
the reprints sold was negligible. 
The Department had to “eat” most | 
of its 10,000 sets. 

_These labels now carry a rather 
high catalog price, and are con- 
sidered rare items, 





Back in 1939, the 50th annivers- 
aries of statehood for four western 
states came around. Congressmen 
from North and South Dakota, 
two of the states, had requested 
Postmaster General Farley early 
|in 1938 for commemorative stamps 
; to mark the anniversaries of their 
respective states, 

Farley after giving the situation 
a good looking over found that 
Montana and Washington would 
have their 50th anniversaries due 
as well within a matter of days 
after the Dakotas. So, with a 
typical Farley approach to the 
matter, he proposed to “kill four 
birds with one postage stamp.” 

A design was prepared from 
a geological relief map supplied 














by the U. §, Geological Survey, 
Department of the Interior which 





pictured the four states of North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Montana 
and Washington. This design was 
later described as picturing so 
many pieces of wash on a clothes- 
line in the philatelic press. 

With the stamp accounted for, 
there arose one of those situations 
which required some genius, a 
bit of diplomacy, and some extra 
work on the part of the Depart- 
ment. 

The fly in the ointment was the 
fact that the Dakota anniversaries 
occurred on November 2, the Mon- 
tana on November 8 and the 
Washington on November 11. The 
problem was how to have a first 
day for the latter two states after 
the stamps had been given a first 
day sale on November 2 in the 
two Dakotas. 

Two steps were taken in the 
solution. At the Dakota capitals, 
Bismark (N. Dak.) and Pierre (S. 
Dak.) the stamps were placed on 
sale November 2 only and then 
restricted from sale until Novem- 
ber 13. At Helena, Montana, the 
stamps were placed on sale on the 
November 8 anniversary date and 
then restricted from further sale 
until November 13. And finaily 





the stamp was placed on sale at 
Olympia, Washington on Novem- 
ber 11 with no restrictions,
